The imprint of the bloody thumb and finger 
of the murderer of blind Cora Henderson is 
on the glass chimney of ihe lamp which sat 
on a table near where her body was found in 
the flat of Jean W. Holtslander, 1385 West 
Madison street. The thumbmarks are not 
_perfect,-but as no two thumbs are alike, Po- 
lice Lieutenant Stanton hopes he now has in 
his possession a clew which will make the 
jdentitication of the real murderer compara- 
tively easy. He will today have the thumb- 
-marks submitted to microscopic examina- 
tion and these marks will be compared with 
the lines on the hand of Holtslander. This 
test is expected to prove whether he is th 
murderer. 

Apparently the deed was committed in-the 
dark and then the slayer lighted the lamp, 
lifting the chimney in his blood-wet fingers. 
The woman undoubtédly was sitting or re- 
clining on the lounge when she was struck. 
The man hit her with some short, pointed in- 
gtrument: held in his right hand. It entered 
her left temple. The murderer evidently felt 
the blood on him and lighted the lamp. There 
are bloodstains all over the floor as he went 
along the hall to the washroom, ahd ‘there 
are more spots on the wash basin.

Molineux arose suddenly and said Heck- 


man lied. Then he subsided, and was sub-— 


sequently watchful and careful. 

District Attorney Gardiner explained the 
conduct of the case when he said in his

‘“‘ When this witness [Molineux] was called 
and my able assistant treated him in such 
an apologetic manner it was done to dis- 
arm him of suspicion. : 

But there are many who believe that even 
after Molineux is indicted there will be much 
hard work to securé his conviction. Ina 
trial court no such thing will be allowed as 
Cornish did at the inquest~namely: telling 
his suspicions and what he heard and what 
others had said.

BENEFITS OF AMERICAN RULE. 
The attention of the mugwumps dnd

CREED OF DEMOCRATIC REPRESENTA- 
TIVES, 


The Democratic members of the national 


House of Representatives have held 4 — 


caucus in order to dind ont where they 
stood on the subject of the Philippines. 


They have agreed pretty tmanimously on 


a “declaration of policy” to the effect 
that the United ‘States’ should, in their 
opinion, disclaim any intention to exercise 
permanent sovereignty or.control over the 
islands and should assert a determination, 
“when an independent government has 
been erécted therein,” to turn over every- 
thing to it and “ leave the government and 
control of the islands to their people.” 


These Democrats do not state whether. 


they mean by “ independent government ” 
the kind of government Aguinaldo is try- 
ing to establish in the Philippines or 
whether they sympathize with him in his 
present efforts to make himself ruler of 
the islands. 
These Democrats do state in subsiance, 
however, that they believe the Filipinos 
are competent to establish an independent 
government which shall be reasonably 
stable and which shall guarantee life, liber- 
ty, and property about as ‘effectively as if 
the Philippines were under the control and 
jurisdiction of the United States. The 
Filipinos, whether half-breeds or Malay- 
ans, can establish no such government. 
‘They -havé not the slightest conception 
of self-government. They and their ances- 
tors before them have lived under what 
has been praetically military rule. They 
cannot comprehend a state of affairs where 
men. are citizens, not subjects, and where 
a majority of the citizens make laws which 
are submitted to by all, and elect rulers 
who are obeyed by all. ‘A‘ republic of the 
Philippines is as absurd as would be a 
republic of the Congo. 
Therefore. these assertions that the 
United States ought to get out of the 
Philippines when an 
pendent government” is established there, 
answer no other purpose than to fan the 


flames of disaffection and revolt among 


the Filipinos. The military chieftains who 
are endeavoring to become masters of the 
islands are encouraged to keep on fight- 
ing when they hear of these declarations 
of opposition to the retention of the is- 
lands by the United States. They see they 
have friends in’ America and they ex- 
aggerate the number and influence of those 
friends. So they go on fighting and kill- 
ing and wounding more American sol- 


diers, and while doing this they declare 


continually, “We have an ‘ independent 
government’. with -a constitution and a 
President. Why do not yon recog- 

The reasons which are assigned by the 
House. Democrats for their demand that 
the Philippines be turned over to any so- 
called “independent government” that 
insurgents may attempt to establish will 
not pass muster. One of them is that the 


constitution was made for a liberty loving 


and self-governing people, and hence “ can- 
not, be successfully applied to a people 
of different virtues and conditions.” But 
nobody proposes to “apply the constitu- 
tion’ to the Filipinos. They are not to 
be made citizens: The islands they in- 
habit are not to.be made into States. 
They are to be governed outside the con- 
stitution in accordance with the principles 
of humanity, justice, and moderation. 
They are to be subject to a rule under which 


they will secure peace and happiness which 


they could not enjoy if left to “ govern 
themselves ’—that is to prey upon them- 
selves, | 

It' will be observed that the Democratic 
Representatives admit that love of. liberty 
and capacity for self-government ar¢ not 
among the virtues of the Filipinos. That 


is indeed the case, and yet those same 


Democrats*babble about the erection of an 
“independent government ” in the Philip- 


pines, What sort of a government, worthy 


of that, name, can be established by men 


who know neither liberty nor self-govern-- 


ment? Nothing but the ordinary Asiatic 
pattern of despotism. That is the style 
of government to which these liberty loving 
Democrats wish to sentence the Filipinos. 


Another reason given why the United 
States should let the Philippines go is that | 


“a colonial poli¢y is contrary to the 
theory of our government, and subversive 
of the principles of civil liberty.” It is not 
explained how the jnst, intelligent yov-

known, can injure the principles of civil 
liberty in this country. Nor is it ex- 
plained wherein the possession of terri- 
torial dependencies like Porto Rico or the 
Philippines is “contrary to the theory of 
our government.”

With a tender consideration for the mu- | 
nicipal advancement of the art idea Kepre- 
sentative Hurst of Rock Island has formu- 
lated a bill for the creation of art commis- 
‘gioners in the cities of Illinois. Each com- 
mission will consist of the Mayor, the Presi- 
dent or chieé officer of the principal art in- 
stitute, the President or Presidents of the 
Boards of Park- Commissioners, and three 
other members to be appointed by the 
Mayor. Of these three members one must 
be a painter, one a sculptor, and-one an 
architect. Once the commission is consti- | 
tuted it will have general control of any art 
work a city may propose to purchase. From _ 


that the commission will decide what works 
of art park boards also shall purchase. 

The idea of an art commission is not a 
new one. Other cities have tried it with 


more or less disastrous results - to 
the art idea, cowing to the fact 
that the commissioners were many 


men of many minds, -Even where the com- | 
missioners have been connoisseurs, and pre- 
sumably knew the canons and what Was 
offensive to good taste, their decisions have 
not always been for the best.interests of. 
art, nor have they materially, advanced 
the cause of popularart education. If such 
has been the outcome with veritable aft 
commissioners, what might not happen with 
such a heterogeneous commission as that 
proposed by Mr, Hurst? In Chicago, for 
instance, which is the principal city to be af- 
fected by his bill, we should have the Mayor, | 
the director of the Art Institute, the Presi- 
dents of the North, South, and West Park 
boards, and three gentlemen to be appointed 
by the Mayor.

President McKinley Receives the First 
Report of the Pan-American Rail- 
way Survey—First Step Toward a 
Giant Project—Some Comparisons. 


Of the six continents into which the world 
primarily is divided only Europe and North 
America are yet traversed by the locomotive. 
A babe may ride in safety and comfort from 
Maine to California and from Paris to the 
Ural Mountains, but a journey across Africa, 
Asia, Australia, or South America remains 
still a feat of adventure. 

Our own transcontinental system, which, 
after thirty years of growth, comprehends 
half a dozen parallel lines from east to west, 
affords the longest through train service in 
the world, the second being that which con- 
nects Paris and Constantinople,.a distance 

of 1,858 miles, or only half as long as the 
ride from the Atlantic to the Paciffe. Al- 


several changes and wtlliging a ferry here 
and there, for a passenger to go by rail 
from Paris to Irkutsk, a distance of 5,000 
miles, but it would take him fourteen days 
to do it instead of the four days required to 
cover the 8,200 miles across our continent. 

‘Irkutsk, half-way acrosp Asia and 3,200 
miles beyond Moscow, marks the present 
eastern limits of the Transsiberian railway, 
on which the Russian government thus far 
has lavished $200,000,000 in its desire to open 
communication with its Pacific coast and 
with China. | 

This, the greatest undertaking in railway 
building, was inaugurated only eight years 
ago, when the present Czar wheeled away 
the first barrowful of earth. It has been 
constructed at the rate of $64,000 a mile, 
and a grand army of 70,000 toilers has been 
bent to the stupendous task. 

Meanwhile the British are making the dust 
fly with the pick and shovel. They, too, in 
Africa have entered upon a transcontinental 
enterprise which is designed to link Cairo 
amd Cape Town, at either end of the dark 
continent. It is difficult to realize that even 
now a traveler from Cape Towm may ride 
for upwart?! of twoi days directly toward the 
heart of Africa in the luxury of an Amer- 
ican sleeping car, but this is what any one 
may do regularly on the railway which 
Cecil Rhodes has pushed through Buluwayo 
to Fort Salisbury, not far from the banks 
ot the Zambesi. 

Moreover, in his recent visit to England 
‘this maker of empire raised the necessary 


$10,000,000 to extend the line 600 or 700 miles 


to Lake Tanganyika, whence unquestion- 
ably it is the plan to rapidly push on to a 
connection. with the railway which General 
Kitchener has been laying along the Nile 
“and which now stretches more than 1,200 
miles southward. Between the two roads 
there is a gap of some 3,000 miles, but, if 
the British have'their way, we shall not need 
to wait long to see this distance spanned 
and to hear the screech of the locomotive as 
it breaks the tropic stillness, 

Then our turn will come. At the south 
of ls we, too, have a dark continent, linked 
to us geographically, but separated from us 
by many barriers of race and clime, igno~ 
rance and indifference. Nevertheless the 
day is coming steadily toward us when 
American ambition in the distant East will 
be shamed into attention to the great op- 
portunities which it has so long neglected 
here at our door. — | 

However dreamy this may sound now, it 

is not by any means “ the, baseless fabric 
of a vision.” The project already has an 
official standing. It is ten years since the 
meeting, of the Pan-American conference 
at Washington, when and where it was ar- 
ranged that a superficial survey should be 
‘made, ‘‘an approximate trace of a possible 
line, with approximate estimates of the 
cost.” The survey has now been made at 
the expense of the several governments 
,concerned, and within a week the report 
has been submitted to the President of the 
United States. | 
‘In pursuing their task the surveyors con- 
templated a continuous line te Buenos Ayres, 


New York. But 4,769 miles of this line are 
_covered now by railways in actual opera- 
tion, while the gaps to be supplied aggregate 
5,462 miles, nearly 1,000 miles more than 
Russia engaged to huild when she inaugu- 
rated the Transsiberian line: Yet when the 
time comes we shall not mind a little thing 
like that. Already there is an uninterrupted 
road in operation as far south as the Isthmus 
of Tehuantefec; por, in other words, we can 
ride now nearly 3,500 miles from Boston 
toward the ultimate terminal at Buenos 
Ayres, From the end of this completed line 
in Mexico 461 miles would need to be built 
to the Guatemalan border: in Guatemala 
there is an available line in operation for 
44 miles, leaving 126 to be built: in Salvador 
64 miles are in operation, and 166 would need 
to be built; in Honduras the entire line of 71 
miles would ‘need to be built; in Nicaragua 
there is a line 103 miles in length, Aand 106 
miles would need to be built; in Costa Rica 
360 miles would need tc be built; in Colombia 
1,354, and in Ecuador 658 miles would need 
to be built; in Peru 151 miles are covered 
and 1,633 are not; in Bolivia 195 are covered 
and 392 are not: in Argentina 986 are coy-

It is the custom to trim off the 
Outer surface of the beef always before it 
is used," 

Colonel Gillespie questioned the witness 
with some asperity when he ventured the 
Opinion that the meat was unfit for sick 
mén to use, but witness replied firmly that 
Re considered it unfit to feed to men either 
sick or well. He considered it responsible 
in considerable part for the sickness and 
stomach trouble among the men. He hadit 
frequently, on his table, but never tasted it 
but once.

—= Cases, the opinions of the Sfapreme Court 
ended to narrow the definition of direct taxes, 
which were inhibited by the constitution, to capi- 
tation or poll taxes and taxes on land. By the 
Pollock cases that definition was extended to 
include personality and incomes derived from in- 
vestment in real estate or personal property. It 
seems manifest that the prevailing opinion by 
the Chief Justice carefully preserves the dis- 
tinetion theretofore held to authorize the duty 
or tax which is in question here, as one on the 
privilege of succession or on the devolution of 
property of the nature of excise. 

As an original question, the objection of want 
of uniformity through the important exemption 
feature of the statute would impress Me as one 
of great force. But in consideration of the fact 
that the saiae question was directly presented 
in the income tax cases, and was left undecided 
because of an equal division of the members of 
the court, and in the light of rulings under State 
statutes, where the objéction would seem to be 
equally open under certain of their constitutions, I 
am unable to hold that the provision is undoubted- 
ly beyond the power of Congress.

The Chicago City Railway company has 
been ‘ssummmoned to appear in Justice Gib- 
bons’ court in North Clark street on next 
Monday and show cause why the corpora- 
tion should not pay a fine of $100 in each of 
ten cases brought against it by the city for 
not providing fenders for its cars. Con-

vanced of all nations in so far as the democ- 
racy of its institutions is concerned, yet it is 


rules of social precedence are prescribed by 
statute instead of by mere usage and tradi- 
tion, as is the case with all monarchical 
powers. 

The statute, to the existence of which 
attention was called at Paris last week in 
, settling all questions as to precedence at the 
funeral of President Faure, bears the date 
of 1801, and the signature of the first Na- 
poleon, who had then just become Emperor, 
and never having been repealed it is still in 
force today. 

It gives, the first place immediately after. 
the sovereign, his consort, and the heir ap- 
parent, to the Princes and Princesses of the 
blood. Next come the Cardinals, then the 
Cabinet Ministers, who in turn are followed 
by ‘he members of the Senate, and of the 
Council of State. After them rank the Grand 
Crosses of the Legion of Honor, the Gesterals 
of division, and the Vice Admirals. 

In their wake come the. Presidents of the 
Courts of Appeal, then the Archbishops, the 
Prefects or Governors of the Provincial de- 
partment, the Brigadier Generals, the Bish- 
ops, the Rear Admirals, and so on indefi-. 
nitely. 

The only modifications which have been 
brought about in this statute by the terms 
of the constitution of the present republic 
is that the Chief Magistrate occupies the 
place of the sovereign, while the Presidents 
of the Senate and of the Chamber of Depu- 
‘tles occupy that of the Princes of the blood.

Yann is now instructed by Minister Lock- 
roy to recite and. sing thrice a week in the 
leisure hour which follows midday on board 
ship. He spends his time between the 
various vessels of the squadron, and it is 
intended that as soon as he has wound up 
the sailors of the Medfterranean squadron 
to a sufficient pitch of patriotic enthusiasm 
he shall be transferred to the Atlantic, and 
subsequently to the Pacific squadrons.

Forty-fourth Street Frontage of Hame- 
stead Grounds, Between Drexel 
Roulevard and Cottage Grove Ave- 
nue, Is Bought by J. W. Loewenthal 


for $71,742—Stony Island Tract Also 


Disposed Of—History of the Prop- 


erty—Other Big Realty Deals. 


The north or Forty-fourth street frontage 
of the James Stinson grounds in Drexel 


boulevard was sold yesterday under a mort- 


gage at the” Real Estate .board rooms to 
James W. Loewenthal for $71,742. The well 
known Stimson tract of sixty acres at Stony 
Island avenue and Seventy-seventh street 
was sold also at mortgage sale, being bid in 


for $114,959. 


The Stinson place in Drexel] boulevard has 
been a landmark of the South parks for a 
quarter of a century. The lot occupied the 
entire block from Drexel boulevard to Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and from Forty-fourth 
to Forty-fifth streets. For many years the 


grounds were beautifully kept, and no place 
on the South Side attracted more attention. 


As the city grew up around the Stinson 


block taxes also grew. A mortgage over- 


spread the lawn, and under its blight the 
grass withered and died. Interest alone 
grew, night and day, summer and winter, 


and the first part to drop off was the Forty- 
fifth street side. Yesterday the north side 
went the same way. The exact amount sold 
was the southwest corner of Drexel boule- 


“yard and Forty-fourth street, 124.6 feet in 
boulevard and 200 feet in Forty-fourth 
street, 238% feet in Cottage Grove avenues 


and 126 feet in Forty-fourth street. A valu- 
ation of $120,000 is given on the tract. 


In 1867 Mr. Stinson bought the tract of 


éighty acres between Forty-third and For- 


ty-seventh street and from Cottage Grove 


to Ellis avenues for $1,000 an acre. The 


house he built from the proceeds of the sale 


of lots in the tract, which was enhanced 
in value from the laying out of Drexel bou- 


levard. The next year Mr. Stinson bought 
160 acres east of Stony Island avenue, near 
Seventy-seventh street, for $20,000. In the 


boom which preceded the panic of 1873 he 
was considered one of the wealthiest men 
in Chicago. He subdivided the farm and 
in 1892 gave @ mortgage of $100,000 on the 
sixty acres refnaining. He allowed the taxes 
to accumulate until they amounted to $9,000. 
At length foreclosure proceedings were in- 


stituted and a sale ordered. The land went 


for less than $2,000 an acre. 

Real estate dealers report a good demand 
springing up for such valuable rights of re- 
demption as Mr. Stinson controls in the two 
tracts, and, with a period of activity coming 


on, he-may save something from the prop- 


erty.

CURRENT NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Falling Off in . Burlington Net Earn- 
ings for January Causes a Slump 
in Stock. 


Burlington earnings for January were 
much smaller than was generally expected, 


and, in consequence, the stock of the com-" 
pany took a:tumble yesterday. There was 


an increase in gross earnings over January 
of last year of $118,214, but owing to a large 
increase in operating expenses the surplus 
available for dividends shows a decrease of 
$52,797, as compared with that for the same 
month last year. 

With such a decrease in net earnings in 
January, which was a favorable month, an 
éven larger decrease in February is ex- 
pected, for in that month weather conditions 
were bad. 

Most of the Western roads, it is believed, 
will show a decrease in net earnings for 
February. Many of the roads, it is claimed, 
owe large amounts to shippers. for rebates 
granted prior to January, and in miost in- 
stances this money has to come out of the 


operating expenses and thus help to reduce 


the net earnings. Altogether the outlook 
for the railroads is not as favorable as it 
was at this time last year. 

The Chicago, Indianapolis and Louisville 
railroad (Monon route) has completed the 
final survey of the route for the new coal 
branch from Switz City to Cloverdale, Put- 
nam Co., Ind., and the work on the line will 
be begun soon. 

A ge force 6f men ‘and contractors has 
been Working on the new stone branch near 
Bloomington and will complete that work 
in forty days, and then will be taken to 
Switz City. 

The merchants of Linton have been noti- 
fied to provide means of furnishing supplies 
for 600 men. This. coal branch will open a 
way for the Monon to reach the coal fields, 
from which it has been but seven miles 
distant for years and yet has been com- 
pelled to buy all of its coal and have it 
shipped over other roads. The road will 
pass through the undeveloped Owen County 
coai fields, near Patricksburg. This field is 
said to be the best in Indiana. . 

Another survey is being made from Clover- 
‘Gale to Indianapolis, and the company has 


announced it will try to have a track built 


into Indinanapolis by Dec. 1 of this year. 


The present outlook for the immigrant 


clearing-house if the Western roads is 
exceedingly dark. It is reported the combine 
of the transatlantic steamship companies 
has gone to smash and that a serious passen- 
ger rate war has broken out.

WAR ON RATE DISCRIMINATION. 


Interstatie Commerce Commission °to 


Hear Board of Trade Protest 
Here on March 9. i 


George F. Stone, secretary of the Chicago 


Board of Trade, received a telegram yester- 
day from the secretary of the Interstate 
Commerce commission, stating a hearing 
will be given to complaints of discrimination . 
at the Monadnock Building beginning at 10 
a.m.on March 9. Indianapolis has joined 4 
protest to that of Peoria and Chicago 
against the discrimination in export corn 
and flour rates which has been working 
directly against the shipping interests of the 
three. cities. 


The resolutions recently adopted by. the 


Chicago Board of Trade and the informal 
conference held between prominent mem- 
bers of the trade and Judge Yeomans of the 
Interstate Commerce commission have re- 
sulted in comparatively quick action by that 
body. The Board of Trade will be repre- 
sented by a subcommittee of the Transpor- 
tation committee, headed by Lloyd J. 
| Smith, which will voice the joint protests 

of Chicago and:Perria shippers, and prob- 
ably those of Indianapolis as well. Presi- 


ent R. S. Lyon of the Board. of Trade ex- 


pressed his gratification at the prompt at- 
tention given the protest, but intimated a 
belief that before the hearing is had the 
railroads themselves will equalize rates. 


At the meeting of the local grain and flour 


merchants it was shown that the‘railroads 
are making an export corn rate of 13% cents 
from the Mississippi River to New York, 
whereas the rate on export corn from Chi- 
cago to New York is 16 cents. Based on the 
rate from the river the Chicago rate should 
be 11.7 cents a hundred pounds. On flour 
the roads are making an export rate of 26 
cents from Minneapolis to New York. The 
Chicago rate of 20 centsshould, it is claimed, 
be cut down to 18% cents, thereby maintain- 
ing a differential of 7% cents between Chi- 
cago and Minneapolis. 


The position of the Board of Trade and of 


| the people who will be complainants before 
the commission is outlined in resolutions 


adopted by the directors. 


The resolutions set forth that Chicago has 


‘been for years the accepted basing point 
on east-bound and export grain rates; give 
the figures om which charges of discrim- 
ination in favor of transmississippi prod- 
ucts are based; show that the corn of trans- 
mississippi, States brings a higher price to 
the farmer than that of Hlinois, a condi- 
tion detrimental to both shippers and pro- 
ducers in this State, and conclud: 


Resolved, That the Board of Trade of the City 


of Chicago hereby respectfully requests that the 
Interstate Commerce commission take such ac- 
tion in view of the conditions Hereinbefore ; hamed 


as equity demands. 


Resolved, That these conditions, showing, as 


they do, an outrageous discrimination in freight 
rates against corn in Illinois, imperatively de- 
man the immediate and careful consideration of 
the Interstate Commerce commission; also, 


Resolved, That the Raliroad and Warehouse 


cemmission of the State of Illinois be and hereby 
is respectfully requested to take such action as 
justice and equity demand, in view of the dis- 
crimination in rates of freight of corn, injurious 
to the agricultural and other interests of the 
State. 


Resolved, That the crisis admits of no delay, and

‘WESTERN COLLEGES SEEK PRESI- 
DENTS AT CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


California and Cincinnati to. 
Secure Edmund J. James, in Charge 
of the Extension Depdrtment—Iowa 


Considers Benjamin S. Terry 


George E. Vincent, but Has Made 
No Definite Offer—Professor’s View 


of the Outlook. 


Three Western universities are looking to- 
ward the University of Chicago to furnish 
them Presidents, and half a dozen other col- 
leges have been investigating the work*of 
various professors at Chicago University 
with a view to calling some of them to the 
heads of institutions well known in the West- 
ern States. The Universities of California 
and Cincinnati are anxious to secure Ed- 
mund J. James. Iowa College has under 
consideration the names, of Benjamin 8. 


Terry and George E. Vincent. 


Professor James came to Chicago from the 
University of Pennsylvania, having made 
a reputation already in his department. 
was named one of the officers of administra- 
tion at the University of Chicago, and when 
the extension department was opened as one 
of the most important branches of work he 
was placed in charge. This brought him in 
cohtact with the Western colleges, and the 
executive ability which he displayed in or- 
ganizing the work made him seem a dcesira- 
ble man to take the Presidency of one of 


the larger Western universities. 
Work of Terry and Vincent. 


Iowa College has been considering securing 
either Professor Terry or Professor Vincent 
for some tfme, but so far neither of them 

received a definite offer. Professor 
Terry has been at the University of Chicago 
for- several years and holds the chair of 
medieval and English history. Last year he 
was made dean of the senior colleges and in 
the first quarter of 1899 Is holding an official 
position. His work in history has become 
known, and; with Professor von Holst, who 
is his personal friend, at the head of that 
division, it is one of the university's strong- 
est departments. Professor Terry spent 
several years in Germany and knew Profes- 


sor von Holst there. 


Professor George E. Vincent is assistant 
professor of sociology. His work in one 
of the more popular departments, his writ- 
ings on special topics, and his work among 
the students have placed him among the 
leading men of the faculty. His work in the 

department has Seen under Professor Small. 


Opinion in the Faculty. 


The smaller colleges now looking for Pres- 
idents have not approached particular men, 
but it is thought among the faculty that an- 


other year will see several changes. 


difficult to secure the more prominent men, 
such as those the Universities of California 
and Cincinnati and Iowa College are seeking, 
because of the inducements offered them to 
remain. The University of Chicago pays 
higher salaries than many Eastern institu- 
tions. Then, too, on account of the associa-
